WESTERN UNION 
ARMED CANADIAN

MADISON, Wig., June IO.— A new 
market commission bill was intro­ 
duced in the senate last night by the 
committee on state affairs. All raar- 
eting features are vested with the 
state dairy and food comfnissioner 
acting in conjunction with the indus­ 
trial commission. 
A companion bill 
was introduced giving the attorney 
general power to enforce stringent 
anti-trust enactments provided in tho 
bill. 
The 
dairy 
and food commis­ 
sioner and the industrial commission 
are authorized 
to 
conduct market 
agencies within or without the state; 
to maintain a market news service; 
to investigate all matters relative 
to the organization 
and 
manage­ 
ment of co-operative enterprises and 
to investigate all matters regarding 
the establishment of city or public 
markets. 
The salary of the dairy 
and food commissioner is increased 
to $5,000 by the bill, and he is pro­ 
vided with an assistant at $3,000 a 
year.

petition which shall be legal. 
After a long debate the senate last 
night killed in** 
bill introduced by 
Senator Rosshard by request, pro­ 
hibiting 
trespassing 
on 
railroad 
rights of way. It was attacked by 
Senator Tomkins, who.claimed that 
it would tie tip labor organizations 
in case of strikes in which railroads 
were involved. Senator Bosshard de­ 
fended the bill, saying that 62 per 
cent of the accidents were to per­ 
sons walking on tracks. 
The vote 
on the hill was IO to 8. 
The senate concurred in the Fred­ 
erick bill prohibiting, fee splitting 
among physicians; the Httrlbut bill 
giving superintendents 
of 
schools 
and truant officers authority 
t o Is­ 
sue labor permits, and the Hansen 
bill increasing the powers of 
fire 
and police commissions in third and 
fourth class cities. The senate con­ 
curred in the Estabrook bill requir­ 
ing railroads to furnish metal drink­ 
ing cups at five cents each and pa­ 
per cups at one cent each. 
The senate concurred in the Potts 
hill giving the railroad commission 
power to authorize the issuance of 
mortgage certificates against muni­ 
cipal plants, for the purpose of mak­ 
ing extensions, in case the city has 
reached its bonding limit.
